FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1881. 


In reviewing our labors the past year, we would say that we 
have not been unmindful of the responsibility resting upon us 
and hope we have achieved some good results. 

The schools are not, by any means, all that we could wish, or 
neither teachers nor scholars have attained to that state where 
they can be classed as perfect models. We have endeav- 
ored to do the best we could with what we have: had to do with. 
We think the majority of the scholars are well behaved and re- 
spectable children and coming from as many families as are 
represented here it would be strange if there were no bad ones. 
Teachers and committees can do a good deal for our schools, 
parents and citizens can do much more. Would you have your 
children well instructed in learning and good morals, give your 
home instruction your own fostering care, and your influence will 
be felt. 

In conclusion I would add that my relation with the parents, 
committees, teachers and scholars have been to me very pleas- 
ant and agreeable with not a single exception. 
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Disrrict No. 1. 


This school has been under the instruction of Miss ANN 
Kwox. Miss Knox is an experienced teacher, does her work 
thorough and in the most modern way of teaching, is a hard 
worker in her school and indulgent with her scholars, and has a 
good faculty to instruct. Quite a number of scholars, were un- 
able to attend the last ter.n on account of sickness which made 
it rather unpleasant for the teacher and scholars. We think on 
the whole the term was closed very pleasantly. 


Disticr No. 2.—River Roap. 


This school was taught by Miss Netiie R. BarcHeLpDerR of 
Sanbornton. Miss Batchelder taught a good school, as the 
term was short we could not expect great results The school 
gave good satisfaction. 


Districr No. 3.—DicKerson HI. 


This school of two terms was taught by Miss Jurra A. Davis 
of Danbury. We consider Miss Davis an accomplished teach- 
er. She did her work well to the entire satisfaction of the dis- 
trict. 


Districr No. 4.-—CENTER. 


The first term was taught by Miss Mina Hitz. This was 
Miss Hill’s first term as teacher. Young teachers need experi- 
ence in order to establish their reputation as successful teach- 
ers. The second term was taught by Mr. Procror Favor. 
Mr. Favor is an experienced and accomplished teacher. We 
learn from Mr. Favor’s record of the school that he was not 
troubled but little with the presence of parents or friends of the 
school; yet all have expressed themselves as highly pleased 
with it. No single ease of corporal punishment has occurred 
and in fact nothing has taken place in the conduct of any pupil 
demanding any thing that can be called punishment, during the 
term. The utmost harmony and good feeling have prevailed be- 
tween teacher and pupils or teacher and parents. Great pro- 
vress his been made by some and good progress by all. All 
the pupils have at all times rendered cheerful obedience. 
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District No. 5. 

This school was taught by Miss Cora J. Sarcent. Miss 
Sargent taught a very good school. I think the scholars made 
the most of their school privileges this year. Prompt in their 
recitations, they evinced a thoroughness in their teaching and 
learning. 


District No. 7. 


This term was taught by Mrs. L. D. Smwonps. The term was 
short. Mrs. Simonds’ methods of instruction, many of them, 
are quite superior. There was great improvement in order, and 
more unity in purpose and action than we see in schools general- 
~ly. All were well satisfied with tbe school. 


District No. 8.—Bunker HI. 

This school was taught by Miss Mary A. Stevens. This 
was Miss Stevens’ first school. The scholars made good pro- 
gress. The co-operation of parents and people often help 
make a school what it should be. 


District No. 9.—Borovau. 

This school was taught by Miss Cora A. Hastines. We 
think Miss Hastings has made great improvement as a teacher 
since her term here before. ‘The district seems to be well sat- 
isfied with her labors. 


J.C. FIFIELD, S. S. Committee of Hill. 
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
